Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Visitors. 


To  His  Excellency  Woodrow  Wilson,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey: 

Sir — The  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  State  Agricultural  College 
herewith  present  their  forty-seventh  annual  report  upon  the  pres- 
ent condition  and  courses  of  instruction  at  that  institution,  as 
required  by  the  act  creating  the  Board,  entitled  ''An  act  appro- 
priating scrip  for  the  public  lands  granted  to  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,"  and  approved  April  4th,  1864. 

The  members  of  the  Board  made  an  annual  examination  of  the 
students  pursuing  the  regular  and  special  courses  of  instruction 
on  the  29th  day  of  December,  1910.  They  also  visited  the  labora- 
tories, the  draughting  rooms,  the  military  drill  hall,  the  collections 
of  the  institution  and  the  farm:  provided  for  the  State  Agricul- 
tural College  by  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College.  They  also  ex- 
amined the  preparations  made  for  the  classes  in  the  Short 
Courses  in  Agriculture.  A  subsequent  visit  was  made  to^  the 
Agricultural  College  and  to  the  farm  on  July  21st,  19 10. 

The  Board  adopted  a  resolution  expressing  its  full  satisfac- 
tion with  the  courses  and  facilities  of  instruction  offered  by  the 
Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  of  the  continued  dcA^otion  of  the 
professors  and  instructors  in  their  various  lines  of  class  and 
laboratory  instruction,  and  of  the  proficiency  of  the  students  in 
their  various  branches  of  stud^^. 

Dtiring  the  year  the  membership  of  the  Faculty  has  been  47, 
and  all  but  four  of  this  number  have  given  instruction  in  the 
Scientific  School. 

The  enrollment  of  students  for  the  year  was  614;  graduate 
students,  4;  seniors,  41 ;  juniors,  56;  sophomores,  81 ;  freshmen, 
loi ;  special  students,  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  85;  classical 
school  students,  67,  and  preparatory  school  pupils,  18.1.  The 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  was  conferred  upon  36  graduates 
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in  June,  191 1.  Of  these  graduates,  9  had  pursued  the  Course 
in  Agriculture,  i  the  Course  in  Biology,  i  the  Course  in  Chem- 
istry, 6  the  Course  in  Ceramics,  16  the  Course  in  Civil  En- 
gineering, I  the  Course  in  Mechanical  Engineering,  and  2  the 
Course  in  General  Science.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
was  conferred  upon  14  candidates  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Letters  upon  6  graduates  at  the  same  time. 

A  four-year  General  Science  Course,  requiring  fifteen  points 
for  admission,  was  inaugurated  in  September,  191  o,  with  an 
attendance  of  19  students. 

The  Chemistry  Building,  beg'un  last  year,  was  opened  for  use 
in  May,  191 1,  the  construction  being  completed  and  the  equip- 
ment for  the  most  part  installed. 

The  State  of  New  Jersey  has  made  a  special  appropriation 
of  $10,000  for  the  furnishing,  equipping  and  arranging  of  an 
Entomology  Building  and  the  Physics  Laboratory. 

The  full  report  of  the  President,  following  later  in  this 
pamphlet,  shows  a  year  of  marked  improvement  and  advance- 
ment.

To  His  Excellency  W oodrow  Wilson,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey: 

Sir — In  compliance  with  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  2d 
July,  1862,  and  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey,  ap- 
proved 4th  April,  1864,  I  beg  leave  to  submit,  on  behalf  of  the 
Trustees  of  Kutgers  College,  the  forty-seventh  annual  report  of 
Rutgers  Scientific  School . 

The  Faculty  has  sustained  a  very  serious  loss  in  the  death  of 
Edward  Burnett  Voorhees,  D.Sc,  Professor  of  Agriculture,  who 
died  at  New  Brunswick  June  6th,  191 1.  The  College,  the  State, 
the  cause  of  science  and  the  work  of  agricultural  education  have 
all  lost  a  devoted  and  distinguished  worker  and  leader.  Dr. 
VjOorhees  was  graduated  from;  Rutgers  College  with  the  degree 
of  A^.Bi.  in  1881 ;  he  received  from  his  Alma  Mater  the  degree  of 
A.M.  in  i88'4;  and  in  19001  he  received  the  degree  of  D.Sc.  from 
the  University  of  Vermont.  During  the  year  1 881-1882  he  was 
Assistant  in  Chemistry  at  Wesleyan  University  and  in  1882  he 
became  connected  with  the  New  Jersey  Experiment  Stations. 
He  became  Director  of  the  State  Station  in  1893  and  of  the 
College  Sitation  in  1896.  He  was  appointed  Professor  of  Agri- 
culture in  1890.  He  was  an  original  investigator  and  the  author 
of  many  books  and  articles  on  chemical  and  agricultural  subjects. 
His  reputation  extended  to  foreign  lands  and  he  was  the  recipient 
of  many  honors.  In  New  Jersey  he  held  many  important  posi- 
tions of  public  and  scientific  sort,  and  his  service  to  the  State 
was  O'f  exceptional  value.  Dr.  Voorhees  had  been  in  impaired 
health  since  February,  19 10,  and  definite  leave  of  absence  from 
February,  1911,  was  given  him. 

In  the  report  of  the  year  1909-19 10  mention  was  made  of  the 
death  of  Rolph  Barlow  Page,  Ph.D.,  Acting  Professor  of  His- 
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tory,  which  occurred  just  after  the  close  of  that  year,  August  6th, 
19 ID,  at  Toronto,  Canada. 

Two  resignations  from,  the  Faculty  have  been  received.  Ed- 
ward Luther  Stevenson,  Ph.D.,  was  appointed  Instructor  in 
History  in  1890,  Associate  Professor  in  1891  and  Professor  of 
History  in  1893.  He  was  given  leave  of  ahsence  from  February, 
1910,  to  June,  191 1,  to  undertake  temporarily  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary of  the  Hispanic  Society  of  America.  He  later  presented 
his  resignation  in  order  tO'  enter  upon  permanent  service  with 
the  Society,  and  the  resignation  was  accepted,  to  take  effect  June 
30th,  191 1.  Professor  Stevenson,  serving  ably  in  his  department 
for  twenty  years,  was  zealous  also  in  the  general  activities  of  the 
College,  especially  sustaining  the  series  of  debates  carried  on  by 
the  undergraduates  during  recent  years.  His  original  and  valu- 
able work  in  cartography,  by  which  he  has  gained  wide  distinc- 
tion, has  brought  honor  also  to  the  College  which  he  served. 

Henry  DuBois  Mulford,  D.D.,  was  appointed  Professor  of 
the  English  Language  and  Literature  in  1897.  He  has  also  been 
Lecturer  on  the  English  Bible  since  1903.  He  w^as  given  leave 
of  absence  for  the  year  July  ist,  191O',  to  July  ist,  19111.  He 
later  presented  his  resignation  in  order  to  give  himself  fully 
to  other  matters  commanding  his  attention,  and  the  resignation 
was  accepted  to  take  effect  June  30th,  1911.  Professor  Mul- 
ford, as  both  graduate  and  professor,  has  been  devotedly  attached 
to  the  College  and  incessantly  concerned  for  its  highest  welfare. 
Bteside  faithfully  fulfilling  his  departmental  work  he  has  been 
one  of  the  regular  College  preachers.

In  January,  19 10,  Clarence  Ward,  A.M.,  since  1908  Lecturer 
on  Architecture,  was  made  Assistant  Professor  of  the  History 
of  Art.  With  the  beginning  of  the  new  year,  July  ist,  1911, 
Kary  Cadmus  Davis,  Ph.D.,  since  1908  Associate  Professor  of 
Agriculture,  becomes  Professor  of  Agronomy;  Frank  Randall 
Pratt,  B.Sc,  since  1907  Instructor,  becomes  Assistant  Professor 
of  Physics;  Frederick  Charles  Minkler,  B.S.,  since  1908  In- 
structor in  Agriculture,  becomes  Assistant  Professor  of  Animal 
Husbandry;  AJbert  Rittenhouse  Johnson,  B.Sc.,  since  1908  In-

Professor  Logan  was  graduated  from  Mercer  University  with  the 
of  A.B.  in  1899,  and  from  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  1903; 
he  received  the  degree  of  A.M.  from  Columbia  University  in 
1904.  During  the  years  1905-1 907  and  in  the  summers  of  1908 
and  1909  he  studied  abroad,  in  part  at  the  University  of  Berlin, 
the  University  of  Geneva  and  the  University  oi  Paris.  From 
1907  to  19 10  he  taught  at  Colgate  University,  most  recently  as 
Associate  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History.  He  has  served

Chidester  was  graduated  froini  Syracuse  University  with  the 
degree  of  Ph.BL  in  1907.  From  Clark  University  he  received 
the  degree  of  AIM.  in  1908  and  the  degree  of  Ph.D  in  191 1. 
During  the  year  1906-7  he  was  Laboratory  Assistant  in  Biology 
at  Syracuse  University.  In  1908  he  was  Assistant  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  and  from  1909  he  was  Instructor  in  Biology 
and  Zoology  at  Depauw  University. 

Harry  Reynolds  Lewis,  B.Sc,  Instructor  in  Dairy  Husbandry. 
Mr.  Lewis  was  graduated  fromi  Rhode  Island  State  College  with 
the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  1907.  Fromi  1907  to  1910  he  was 
Professor  of  Agriculture  at  the  Baron  de  Hirsch  Agricultural 
School.  During  the  last  year  he  has  been  Instructor  in  the  Short 
Courses  at  Rutgers. 

James  Claude  Thomson,  Bl.Sc,  Assistant  in  Chemistry.  Mr. 
Thomson  was  graduated  from.  Rutgers  College  with  the  degree 
of  B.Sc.  in  1910.  During  the  year  1910-1911  he  held  a  Vander 
Poel  Fellowship. 

Ralph  Heidingsfeld,  B.Sc,  Assistant  in  Ceramics.  Mr.  Heid- 
ingsfeld  was  graduated  from  Rutgers  College  with  the  degree 
of  B.Sc.  in  191 1. 

M'r.  Charles  Hale,  Assistant  in  English.  Mr.  Hale  has  been 
for  some  years  Principal  of  the  High  School  at  Catskill,  New 
York. 

The  number  now  in  the  corps  of  instruction  is  55. 
Fellowship  assignments  for  the  year  1911-1912  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

A  Vander  Poel  Fellowship  in  Science  to  James  Claude  Thom- 
son, B.Sc,  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  19 10;  a  Vander  Poel  Fel- 
lowship in  Science  to  Lloyd  Mervin  Van  Ness,  B.Sc,  a  graduate 
of  the  Class  of  191 1;  the  James  H.  Blodgett  Fellowship  in 
Science  to  Wallace  Todd  Eakins,  B.Sc,  a  graduate  of  the  Class 
of  191 1 ;  the  John  Oliver  Herbert  Memorial  Fellowship  in 
Political  Science  to  John  D'e  Lancey  Ferguson,  A.B'.,  a  graduate 
of  the  Class  of  191 1. 

It  is  appropriate  also  to  report  that  the  Rhodes  Scholarship 
at  Oxford,  the  New  Jersey  appointment  for  the  term  1911-1914, 
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has  been  awarded  by  the  committee,  consisting  of  the  Dean  of 
Princeton  University,  the  President  of  Rutgers  College  and  the 
President  of  Stevens  Institute,  to  Samuel  Arthur  Devan,  A.B., 
a  graduate  of  Rutgers  of  the  Class  of  1909  ;  also  to  report  that 
Francis  Marmaduke  Potter,  a  member  of  the  same  class  at  Rut- 
gers, completes  at  this  time  his  study  at  Oxford  under  the 
Rhodes  Scholarship  for  New  Jersey  which  was  awarded  to  him 
in  1908. 

The  student  registry  for  the  College  year  1910-1911  was  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  College.  With  two  fellows,  two 
graduate  students,  twO'  special  students  and  eighty-three  students 
in  the  short  courses  in  agriculture  the  total  student  enrollment 
was  433.  The  class  graduated  in  June,  191 1,  was  the  largest 
class  that  has  ever  received  the  Bachelor's  degree  from  the  Col- 
lege. The  percentage  of  loss  during  the  four  years  fromi  the 
entrance  to  the  graduation  of  a  class  is  large.  In  this  the  College 
is  quite  the  same  as  other  so-called  small  colleges.  A  careful 
study  of  the  registry  of  miany  institutions  for  successive  years 
reveals  a  very  uniform  law  in  this  respect.  Biy  far  the  largest 
loss  is,  naturally,  during  or  at  the  end  of  Freshman  year.  A 
considerable  number  may  drop  out  at  the  mid-year  or  year-end 
of  the  Sophomore  class.  During  the  Junior  year  and  at  its  end 
the  loss  is  at  most  very  small.  The  Senior  year  often  passes 
without  the  loss  of  a  single  miember  of  the  class.  The  reasons 
That  underlie  the  large  loss  in  the  early  part  of  a  college  course 
are  manifold  and  plain.  Sometimes  the  reason  is  a  purpose  at 
entrance  to  take  only  a  year  or  two  of  college  life;  sometimes 
it  is  a  lack  of  financial  resources ;  sometimies  it  is  a  lack  of 
vigorous  ambition  for  a  college  education  and  degree  combined 
with  the  offer  of  wage-earning  occupation  elsewhere.  Often,  of 
course,  the  reason  is  failure  in  studies  resulting  from  lack  of 
ability  or  fromi  lack  of  earnest  and  persistent  attention  toi  the 
work  required.  One  element  which  may  substantially  encourage 
a  student's  readiness  to  withdraw  and  which  at  the  same  time 
may  substantially  encourage  a  college's  high  standards  of  study 
requirements  is  the  age  at  which  students  now  prevailingly  pur- 
sue the  college  course.    An  age  somewhat  advanced  naturally 
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stirs  in  the  minds  of  some  students  the  question  whether  they 
oug-ht  not  at  once  enter  upon  course  of  full  vocational  study  or 
upon  some  wage-earning  vocation  itself.  The  College,  on  its 
part,  is  compelled  to  disapprove  the  continuance  in  college  of 
men  who  at  a  man's  age  do  not  look  upon  the  life  as  one  of 
earnest  labor;  adequate  requirements  and  positive  standards, 
sufficiently  high,  are  only  the  proper  attitude  of  the  college  to 
maintain  a  manly  and  excellent  student  body.  College  admin- 
istrators, welcoming  all  possible  students  and  striving  in  all 
propriety  to  keep  good  men  through  their  course,  regretting  the 
withdrawal  of  good  students  for  any  reason  and  the  failure  of 
unsatisfactory  students'  to  rise  to  their  privileges,  at  the  same 
time  must  come  to  an  increasing  approval  of  the  withdrawal  of 
those  who  cannot,  or  will  not,  enter  adequately  into  the  college's 
intellectual  and  moral  life.  Unless  a  college  has  entering  class 
of  very  extraordinary  quality  and  circumstance,  its  right  order- 
ing of  curriculum  and  right  enforcing  of  standards  must  result 
in  the  graduation  of  a  rather  select  body  of  men  out  of  the 
number  admitted. 

The  number  of  students  now  enrolled  in  the  college  year  191 1- 
12  again  exceeds  any  preceding  registry.  There  are  4  Graduate 
Students,  66  Seniors,  74  Juniors,  92  Sophomores,  144  Fresh- 
men, 2  special  students  and  126  students  in  the  short  courses  in 
agriculture,  a  total  enrollment  of  508. 

The  college  instruction  has  been  maintained  during  the  year 
on  a  high  plane  of  efficiency.  Each  year  increasingly  justifies 
the  policy  of  the  College  in  offering  best  possible  advantages 
not  only  in  the  so-called  humanities  but  in  the  so-called  technical 
subjects  as  well.  A  new  emphasis  here  and  there  in  the  educa- 
tional world  upon  the  value  of  a  purely  cultural  course  of  study, 
which  commands  earnest  sympathy,  cannot  be  at  Rutgers  dis- 
sociated from  an  emphasis  upon  technical  study  as  appropriate 
to  many  young  men  of  certain  temperament  and  circumstance, 
especially  older  students,  and  always  combined  with  cultural 
courses.  Professors  and  instructors  have  been  in  full  harmony 
in  the  conduct  of  this  composite  work.  The  readiness  and  the 
capacity  of  members  of  the  Faculty  to  combine  with  depart- 
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mental  efficiency  and  zeal  a  definite  and  sympathetic  service  of 
the  college  as  a  whole  are  a  best  possible  endorsement  of  the 
policy  followed.  Any  grateful  acknowledgment  of  such  broad 
and  generous  service  by  professors  and  instructors  cannot  over- 
look also  their  by  no  means  inconsiderable  activity  and  product 
in  literature,  science  and  education  beyond  the  bounds  of  the 
College.  An  important  item  of  Faculty  action  has  been  the 
fixing  of  the  year  19 14  as  that  in  which  the  full  fi.fteen  points 
requirement  for  entrance  to  the  technical  science  courses  shall 
go  into  effect.  The  requirements  for  entrance  to  the  arts  course 
and  the  letters  course  and  the  general  science  course  are  already 
fifteen  points ;  those  for  entrance  to  the  technical  science  courses 
have  been  gradually  raised  in  recent  years  and  become  fourteen 
points  in  1912;  the  additional  point,  making  fifteen,  now  pre- 
scribed for  1 914,  will  make  the  entrance  requirements  to  all 
courses  equal  in  amount,  although  allowing  variety  in  subject. 
Other  important  action  relates  toi  the  competitive  examinations 
held  in  the  counties  of  New  Jersey  for  candidates  desiring  State 
scholarships.  On  the  initiative  of  the  Faculty  the  papers  for  the 
examinations  are  now  prepared  by  a  committee  for  each  subject 
composed  of  a  member  or  members  of  the  College  Faculty  and 
members  of  the  teaching  profession  in  the  service  of  the  schools 
of  the  State.  It  has  seemed  that  this  would  be  an  excellent 
arrangement  with  view  to  increasing  the  familiarity  of  the  teach- 
ers of  the  State  with  the  work  of  the  College  and  their  interest 
in  it,  and  with  view  to  securing  forms  of  examination  papers 
especially  regardful  of  the  work  in  the  schools  and  satisfactory 
to  those  in  school  authority.  It  has  also  been  arranged  that  the 
papers  of  candidates  taking  these  examinations  be  read  at  the 
College  itself;  the  grading  in  any  subject  will  thus  be  done  by 
the  same  reader  and  at  the  institution  where  entrance  is  sought 
rather  than  by  various  readers  throughout  the  State.  It  is  ap- 
parent that  the  old  plan  was  not  really  consistent  with  best 
standards.  The  Superintendents  in  all  the  counties  have  ap- 
proved most  cordially  of  the  new  arrangement  and  it  is  in  force 
from  191 1.  A  new  detail  of  arrangement  of  some  importance 
also  is  the  constant  and  enlarged  use  of  Saturday  morning  for 
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class  hours,  that  day  having  been  until  now  completely  free 
from  such  appointments.  The  full  use  of  the  morning'  hence- 
forth is  made  necessary  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  courses 
offered,  and  by  the  policy,  apparently  wise,  of  ending  the  schedule 
of  each  day,  Monday  to  Friday,  at  four  o'clock.  Such  four 
o'clock  closing  in  the  interest  of  both  study  and  recreation  is 
thus  made  possible  with  rare  exceptions.  The  Saturday  morn- 
ing schedule  includes  only  laboratory  hours,  no  lectur^^  or  recita- 
tion hours. 

The  commencement  week  programi  is  now  under  consideration 
by  a  joint  committee  of  trustees,  professors  and  alumni.  Some 
revision  seems  advisable,  probably  the  use  of  Monday  and  Tues- 
day instead  of  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  as  now  arranged,  and 
possibly  some  change  in  the  items  of  each  day.  There  is  a 
considerable  sentiment  for  return  to  a  moirning  hour  for  the 
commencement  exercises,  but  this  seems  difficult  to  arrange  satis- 
factorily without  an  auditorium;  other  than  the  gymnasium, 
which  is  necessarily  used  for  the  alumni  collation  at  one  o'clock 
on  commencement  day. 

The  general  life  and  spirit  of  the  student  body  have  com- 
mended themselves  and,  on  the  whole,  excellent  work  has  been 
done.  Singularly  emphatic  commendation  of  the  graduates  of 
each  year  come  fromi  many  and  varied  sources,  paying  tribute 
to  the  quality  of  men  sent  forth  by  the  College ;  and  the  under- 
graduate body  of  each  year  commands  and  receives  high  and 
emphatic  recognition  for  its  general  consistency  with  best  things. 
Exceptions  always  present  and  sometimes  apparent  do  not  refute 
this,  but  do,  perhaps,  only  the  more  forcibly  suggest  the  question 
whether  college  administration  everywhere  ought  not  tO'  accom- 
plish m,ore  definitely  and  insistently  than  now  the  prompt  elim- 
ination of  factors  adverse  tO'  scholarly  and  moral  life  from  the 
student  community.  Certain  of  the  undergraduate  activities, 
perhaps,  deserve  definite  mention.  The  success  in  intercollegiate 
debate  has  continued,  the  two  debates  of  the  year  having  been 
won  by  Rutgers,  making  a  total  of  eighteen  victories  and  two 
defeats. in  a  total  of  twenty  debates  held  within  recent  years. 
In  athletics  good  standards  have  been  in  general  maintained,  and 
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second  place  in  the  intercollegiate  gymnasium  contest  has  been 
won.  An  interfraternity  conference  has  been  established  by 
undergraduate  and  graduate  delegates  fromi  each  fraternity,  that 
certain  problems  common  to  all  the  fraternities  may  be  dis- 
cussed and  decisions  sometimes  reached  for  the  guiding  of 
fraternity  customs  and  life.  The  conference  is  cjuite  informally 
organized,  and  is  as  yet  endowed  with  no  real  legislative  or 
executive  power.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  it  will  develop  into 
a  distinctly  organized  and  very  useful  element  in  the  College 
life.  A.  new  administration  arrangement  is  the  receiving  in  the 
College  office  of  reports  from  the  general  undergraduate  organ- 
izations and  committees,  so  that  the  details  of  management  and 
the  ffnancial  accounts  may  always  be  under  review.  This  plan, 
which  promises  to  be  a  distinct  satisfaction  to  the  authorities, 
seems  to  mieet  the  hearty  approval  of  the  student  body  in  its 
proniise  of  a  definiteness  about  these  matters  which  has  not 
always  prevailed. 

There  are  some  important  matters  to  be  reported  concerning 
alumni  organization  and  activity.  The  Graduates'  Coininittee 
has  done  large  service  in  carrying  the  interest  on  the  Chemistry 
building  loan.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  committee  will  in 
time  carry  through  to  success  its  unde'rtaking  tO'  cancel  the 
entire  amount  of  this  obligation.  The  alumni  endowment  fund 
has  received  very  substantial  addition  during  the  year  through 
the  gifts  O'f  individuals  and  the  gifts  of  classes.  It  is  most  grati- 
fying that  this  fund,  founded  not  many  years  ago  with  the  small 
gifts  of  a  few  alumni,  has  now  reached  the  large  sum  of 
$57,ooO'.  It  seems  quite  sure  that  a  total  of  $60,000  at  least  will 
be  reached  the  coming  year.  The  Alumni  and  Faculty  Club 
house  on  the  Queen's  campus,  maintained  by  the  New  Bruns- 
wick Alumni  Club,  has  received  considerable  renovation  during 
the  year,  and  is  managed  in  v^ry  satisfactory  way,  providing 
some  rooms  for  renting  and  general  privileges  much  appreciated 
by  professors  and  instructors  of  the  College.  An  item  of  alumni 
interest  in  which  much  progress  has  been  made  is  that  of  class 
pictures  which  are  assembled  in  the  Chapel  lecture  room.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  many  additional  groups  have  been  secured, 
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and  the  work  is  being  continued,  looking  to  a  complete  collec- 
tion, if  possible,  of  the  classes  of  the  last  fifty  years.  Alumni 
clubs  organized  in  various  places  have  held  reunions  during  the 
year,  and  there  have  been  local  gatherings  of  alumni  also  at 
places  where  no  organization  has  been  formed,  notably  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  and  at  Paterson,  N.  J.  Al  peculiarly  successful 
occasion  was  the  observance  of  Charter  Day,  November  loth, 
by  the  New  Brunswick  Rutgers  Club  with  a  banquet  at  Winants 
Hall.  The  clubs  now  organized  are  those  of  New  York  City, 
Boston,  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  Brooklyn  and  Long  Island,  New- 
ark, New  Brunswick,  Eastern  New  York,  Atlantic  City,  Southern 
California,  Cleveland,  and  India. 

It  is  in  point  especially  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  grad- 
uate support  and  to  urge  the  alumni  everywhere  to  enter  as 
largely  as  may  be  possible  into  all  movemient  for  the  College's 
promoting.  It  is  possible  for  alumni  on  occasion  to  encourage 
gifts  as  well  as  to  make  donations  themselves,  and  it  is  possible 
to  encourage  the  entrance  of  promising  young  men  upon  the 
courses  of  study  which  the  College  offers.  It  is  gratifying  espe- 
cially to  have  the  sons  of  alumni  enter,  and  it  is  desirable, 
perhaps,  that  some  definitely  organized  effort  be  made  to  bring 
about  a  more  general  following  of  this  custom.  It  is  not,  per- 
haps, out  of  propriety  to  mention  the  name  of  our  oldest  living 
alumnus,  the  Rev.  John  F.  Mesick,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  a  graduate  of 
the  Class  of  1834,  still  living  in  vigor  of  mind  and  body  at  the 
age  of  ninety-eight  at  York,  Pennsylvania.  Dr.  Mesick  sends 
at  each  commencement  season  a  message  of  greeting  to  his 
fellow  alumni  and  to  the  College.  Only  two  or  three  alumni 
of  any  university  or  college  in  the  country  antedate  him  in  year 
of  graduation. 

The  relations  with  the  State  of  New  Jersey  have  continued 
very  cordial  and  satisfactory.  There  is  a  constantly  increasing 
co-operation.  The  Board  of  Visitors  has  visited  the  College 
on  occasion  and  has  reported  to  the  Legislature  its  satisfaction 
with  its  work.  The  Senate  and  the  Assembly  in  session  191 1 
sho'ved  great  interest  in  the  College's  affairs,  and  gave  substan- 
tial support  to  its  undertakings.    All  ordinary  appropriations 
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were  passed  without  dissent,  and  some  new  legislation  of  im- 
portance was  enacted.  Very  important  amendments  to  the 
amendment  of  1905  of  the  act  of  1890,  establishing  competitive 
scholarships,  were  passed.  The  amendment  of  1905  provided 
that  $120  should  be  paid  for  each  scholarship  assigned,  and  that 
the  sum  total  of  payment  shoiuld  not  exceed  $15,000,  the  original 
provision  of  the  act  having  directed  the  College  to  receive  as 
many  as  sixty  students  each  year,  or  a  possible  total  of  two 
hundred  and  forty  in  the  four  years  of  undergraduate,  study. 
The  amendments  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  191 1  changed 
the  amount  per  scholarship  from  $120  to  $160,  the  amount  now 
charged  a  student  who  pays  full  tuition  and  fees,  and  removed 
the  limit  of  $15,000,  allowing  the  limit  to  be  that  provided  in 
the  original  act,  namely,  two  hundred  and  forty  scholarships. 
The  scholarships  assigned  the  present  year,  1911-1912,  are  one 
hundred  and  seventy-two.  The  appropriation  of  the  Legislature 
in  its  annual  bill,  $25,0001,  on  this  account  leaves,  therefore, 
about  $2,500'  to  be  provided  for  in  the  supplemental  bill  at  the 
coming  session.  This  is  a  very  substantial  increase,  a  very  sub- 
stantiaal  broadening  of  the  opportunity  offered  students  in  the 
State,  and  an  evidence  of  the  appreciation  which  the  State  author- 
ities have  of  the  work  which  the  College  is  doing.  The  Legisla- 
ture also  passed  an  act  providing  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  for 
the  furnishing  and  equipping  of  the  laboratory  of  Physics,  and 
the  arranging  and  furnishing  and  equipping  of  the  Entomology 
building.  Appropriation  of  $5,000  was  also  made  to  complete 
the  payment  of  $25,000  provided  for  furnishing  and  equipping 
the  Chemistry  building  in  act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1910. 
The  ordinary  oppropriations  at  the  recent  session  were.  Ceramics 
department,  $5,000,  and  Short  Courses  in  Agriculture,  $16,500, 
beside  the  $25,000  for  scholarships.  Certain  acts  passed  by  the 
Legislature  relative  to  the  State  Experiment  Station,  providing 
for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  new  work  by  the 
Station  on  the  College  Farm,  naturally  relate  themselves  also 
to  the  College  welfare  and  will  be  an  important  factor  in  the 
advancement  of  the  College  work  along  these  scientific  lines.  The 
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United  States  Morrill  Fund  provided  $45,000  instead  of  $40,000 
and  for  the  coming  year,  1911-12,  will  provide  $50,000. 

The  Public  Utility  Commissioners  of  the  State  propose  to 
place  in  the  Electrical  Laboratory  of  the  College  certain  of  their 
apparatus  for  their  official  electrical  testing.  It  is  gratifying  to 
have  such  arrangemient  made,  for  it  is  the  College's  desire  to 
serve  the  interests  of  the  State  in  every  way  possible;  and  the 
arrangement  seems  most  appropriate,  suggesting  a  large  possi- 
bility of  use  by  the  State  of  the  College  in  ways  wise  and 
effectual.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  in  the  appointing  of  the 
new  State  Board  of  Education  the  Governor  has  included  among 
the  eight  members  of  it  a  Professor  of  Rutgers  College,  Dr. 
John  C.  VanDyke,  assigning  to  him  next  to  the  longest  term 
held  by  the  initial  appointees,  namely,  seven  years. 

The  property  'of  the  College  has  been  substantially  increased 
and  improved  during  the  year.  The  largest  new  item  is  the 
Chemistry  building,  now  completed,  and  used  first  by  the  depart- 
ment of  Chemistry  April  ist,  191 1.  Its  equipment  has  also 
been  almost  wholly  installed,  the  State's  appropriation  of  $25,000 
having  been  available  during  the  year.  The  building  is  not  only 
attractive  and  appropriate  in  appearance,  but  also'  exceedingly 
well  adapted  to  its  departmental  use.  It  is  a  very  important 
addition  to  the  College's  efficiency  and  facilities  for  instruction. 
Its  cost,  exclusive  of  furnishing  and  equipment,  is  $65,000. 
Property  at  the  corner  of  Seminary  Place  and  George  street, 
owned  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  used  by 
the  Theological  Seminary  and  lately  occupied  as  a  residence  by 
Professor  John  H.  Raven  of  the  Seminary,  has  been  purchased 
for  $11,000.  The  property  has  frontage  of  230  feet  on  George 
street  and  150  feet  on  Seminary  Place;  the  house  is  a  very 
substantial  and  well  arranged  stone  erection.  This  purchase, 
together  with  the  acquiring  of  a  small  gore  of  Seminary  land 
at  the  corner  of  College  avenue  and  Seminary  Place,  transferred 
by  the  Synod  at  the  same  time,  completes  ownership  by  the 
College  of  entire  frontage  on  the  east  side  of  Seminary  Place, 
and  is  a  very  important  item  in  the  movement  to  secure  all 
property  in  the  proper  area  of  Neilson  Campus.    The  purchase 
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has  been  made  with  the  value  left  entirely  in  bond  and  mortgage, 
and  the  financial  obligation  thus  assumed  is  satisfactorily  carried 
by  the  value  of  the  house  for  students'  residence,  enlarging  the 
now  inadequate  dormitory  accommodations. 

Substantial  imiprovements  and  repairs  have  been  accomplished 
at  Queen's  Building,  Van  Nest  Hall,  Kirkpatrick  Chapel,  Ralph 
Voorhees  Library,  Robert  F.  Ballantine  Gymnasium  and  New 
Jersey  Hall.  Campus  improvements  have  included  sidewalk  on 
the  east  side  of  Hamilton!  street,  which  gives  the  College  on  its 
entire  frontage  excellent  walks,  the  work  having  been  begun 
a  few  years  ag'o  and  about  seven  thousand  running  feet  of  flag 
or  concrete  having  been  laid  during  the  tim'e.  The  placing  of 
curb  and  gutter  along  the  entire  George  street  front  of  Neilson 
Campus  has  also  been  accomplished,  a  long-needed  imp'rovement. 
The  grading  of  the  N'eilson  Campus  also  is  now  virtually  com- 
pleted. 

Certain  items  of  building  improvement  are  now  proposed. 
The  unoccupied  brick  building  on  Neilsoii  Campus  is  to  be 
renovated  and  rearranged  for  the  accommodation  of  the  De- 
partment of  Entomology,  its  work  of  instruction,  the  valuable 
entomological  collections  now  stored  in  the  Library,  and  the 
equipment  provided  for  by  the  State.  The  exterior  work  on  the 
building,  the  expense  of  which  must  be  borne  by  the  College,  will 
cost  about  $2, GOO'.  Geological  Hall  must  be  somewhat  readjusted 
to  receive  the  furnishing  and  equipment  provided  for  the  Physics 
Laboratory  by  act  of  the  Legislature.  The  department  of 
Geology  also  housed  in  this  building  also  must  receive  better 
accommodation.  Plans  are  now'  being  prepared  for  the  proper 
renovation  and  adaptation  of  the  basement,  which  will  give 
additional  space  for  each  department.  In  view:  of  the  large 
expense  involved  in  the  renovation  of  the  Entomology  Building, 
it  is  probable  that  the  changes  in  Geological  Hall  will  delay  for 
a  year,  for  this  expense  would  probably  approach  $2,000  also, 
and  the  furnishing  and  equipment  provided  for  by  the  State  could 
not  be  secured  in  readiness  for  this  academic  year,  the  appropria- 
tion for  such  purpose  not  being  available  until  November  ist. 
An  enlargement  of  the  Ceramics  Building  is  also  being  planned 
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but  cannot  be  at  once  carried  out.    In  Winants  Hall  substantial 
interior  improvement  was  accomplished  during'  the  summer, 
satisfying  in  more  complete  and  appropriate  way  the  needs  of 
the  large  community  living  in  it. 

The  financial  report  for  the  year  is  in  many  respects  a  very 
satisfactory  one.  The  receipts  of  the  College  have  been  greater 
than  ever  before.  Not  only  have  ordinary  matters  been  properly 
maintained,  but  many  extraordinary  things  have  been  accom- 
plished, the  courses  of  instruction  and  facilities  for  instruc- 
tion have  been  distinctly  developed  and  some  increases  of 
salary  have  gone  into  effect,  while  the  end  of  the  year 
shows  a  balance  in  the  treasury.  Collection  of  interest, 
student  payments  and  other  income  has  been  made  with 
remarkable  completeness,  and  the  obligations  resting  upon  the 
College  have  been  carried  without  difhculty.  Trustees,  alumni 
and  friends  have  constantly  and  generously  co-operated  in 
financial  way.  The  Administration  Fund  is  one  very  import- 
ant avenue  of  such  co-operation,  a  fund  to  which  about  forty 
subscribers  each  year  give  $ioo  each.  This  fund  for  the  year 
1910 — 191 1  amounted  to  $4,100,  an  amount  which  has  been  en- 
tirely at  the  disposal  of  the  administration  for  current  or  extra- 
ordinary expense  upon  property,  equipment  or  instruction;  to 
it  is  due  in  no  small  degree  the  excellent  condition  of  the  prop- 
erty as  well  as  the  dignified  meeting  by  the  College  of  various 
educational  demands.  Other  special  receipts  on  income  account 
during  the  year  have  been  from:  the  Graduates'  Committee,  for 
Chemistry  Building  account,  $4,500;  from  six  donors,  $500 
each,  $3,000  in  all  for  Preparatory  School  deficiency;  fromi  Mr. 
J.  Howard  Ford  for  special  purpose,  $1,000;  from;  new  account, 
copyrights  of  the  books  of  the  late  Professor  Edward  A. 
Bowser,  $1,800;  from  William  SL  Myers,  D.Sc,  Class  of  1889, 
for  special  pui-poses,  $1,500.  Special  receipts  for  increase  of 
endowment  have  been  from  the  estate  of  the  late  V.  M.  W. 
Suydam,  residuary  bequest,  $15,000;  from  various  individuals 
and  classes.  Alumni  Endowment  Fund,  $3,000;  fromi  a  donor, 
desiring  that  his  name  be  not  announced,  to  establish  the  Mary 
E.  Horton  Prize  in  Music,  $3,000;  from  Bevier  Hasbrouck 
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Sleght,  M'.D.,  Class  of  1880,  for  a  Fire-Fighting  Fund,  $1,000; 
from  Irving  Si.  Upson,  A.M.,  Class  of  1881,  to  double  the  Junior 
Orator  Prize  Fund,  $500.  Certain  new  prizes,  by  annual 
contribution,  have  been  established,  prizes  amounting  to  $50  in 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  by  Thomas  H.  Grant,  B.Sc,  oi 
the  Class  of  1881,  and  a  prize  of  $25  in  the  Department  of 
French  by  the  Alliance  Francaise  of  New  Brunswick.  It  is 
announced  that  by  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Susan  Y.  I^ansing, 
of  Albany,  New  York,  the  College  will  receive  $5,000,  a  definite 
bequest,  and  one-third  of  the  residuary  estate,  or  about  $10,000 
additional.  The  income  for  the  year  fromi  endowment  has 
been  about  $34,000;  the  incomie  from  student  tuition  payments 
and  fees  has  been  about  $26,000. 

An  Auditorium  is  very  essential  to  the  proper  conduct  of  Col- 
lege occasions,  and  should  be  erected  as  soon  as  money  for  it  can 
be  secured.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  someone  may  be  found  to 
erect  such  a  building  as  a  miemorial.  It  should  cost  not  less  than 
$150,000  and  might  house  some  department  of  instruction, 
preferably,  perhaps,  the  department  of  English  and  Oratory. 
A  Students'  House  for  the  student  organizations  and  gen- 
eral literary  and  social  purposes,  and  costing,  perhaps, 
$50,000,  is  needed.  It  is  also  very  desirable  that  funds  be 
received  for  the  purchase  of  property  still  privately  owned  within 
the  proper  area  of  Neilsen  Campus.  Gates  between  Queen's 
Campus  and  Neilson  Campus  and  between  Neilson  Campus  and 
the  Seminary  Campus  at  College  avenue  and  at  George  street 
should  be  erected.  There  also  should  be  substantial  increase  of 
general  endowment.  It  is  urged  that,  in  addition  to  immediate 
donations,  provision  be  made  in  the  wills  of  alumni  and  all 
interested  friends  in  order  that,  as  the  years  pass,  the  funds  of 
the  College  may  be  thus  very  largely  increased.  Two  special 
points  where  much  desired  advance  might  be  made  with  moder- 
ately increased  funds  are  the  College  music  and  religious  work 
For  the  developing  of  the  Chapel  music  a  new'  organ  is  needed 
and  a  fund  for  the  support  of  organist  and  choirmaster  and 
compensated  choir.  The  splendid  singing  in  the  services  of  the 
Chapel  at  the  present  time,  the  exceptional  spirit  and  volume 
of  it,  simply  emphasize  the  opportunity  for  peculiarly  fine  work 
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if  organ  and  chorister  and  choir  practice  could  be  secured.  The 
appointment  of  a  chorister  trained  for  the  work  might  mean 
not  only  the  finer  Chapel  music  but  as  well  the  encourag-ement 
of  all  College  singing  and,  perhaps,  even  definite  instruction  in 
music  by  courses  given  or  chorus  maintained.  The  religious 
work  of  the  College  calls  for  a  full  timie  and  well  paid  Secretary. 
The  Christian  Association  during  the  past  year  has  had  a  student 
in  the  Theological  Seminary  as  its  Executive  Secretary ;  the  plan 
is  a  good  one,  temporarily ;  it  will  be  continued  the  coming  year. 
But  a  fund  shoiuld  be  established  or  the  resources  annually  pro- 
vided for  the  employment  of  one  who  gives  his  life  to  College 
religious  work  and  who  would  give  all  his  time  and  strength  to 
Rutgers  students. 

An  adequate  Agricultural  Building  at  the  College  Farm  is 
greatly  needed.  It  would  serve  the  regular  college  course  in 
agriculture,  the  short  courses,  and  also  experiment  station  needs. 
Each  department  is  now  without  adequate  accommodation.  Such 
a  building  would  cost  $100,000  and  might  wisely  be  provided 
by  the  State. 

The  Military  Department  has  outgrown  the  Gymnasium  in 
which  military  drill  is  carried  on  during  the  winter  and  in  un- 
favorable weather.  The  floor  space  is  not  large  enough  for  the 
moving  of  the  entire  battalion.  It  would  be  an  admirable  thing 
if  the  State  would  undertake  the  erection  of  an  Armory  for  this 
use.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  branch  oi  instruction  is 
maintained  by  command  of  the  original  Land-grant  act,  and  its 
very  important  relation  to  the  State  itself  cannot  be  overlooked. 
It  would  seemi  appropriate  that  the  State  should  provide  accom- 
modation for  this  regular  training,  twice  each  week  through  the 
academic  year,  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  men  or  more,  perhaps 
one  hundred  of  them  new  each  year.  The  value  of  this  work 
from  the  College  standpoint  also  for  the  physical  and  general 
welfare  of  the  students  is  great  and  self-evident.  The  report  of 
the  Inspector  from  the  War  Department  after  his  annual  review 
of  the  battalion  was  very  favorable  as  to  the  appearance  and  drill 
O'f  the  cadets. 

The  Ceramics  Department  has  had  fourteen  students  enrolled. 
Two  graduates  of  this  year,  191 1,  George  Howard  Baldwin, 
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B.Sc,  and  Clarence  Edward  Fulton,  B.Sc.,  have  been  appointed 
to  fellowships  in  ceramics  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  the 
Director  of  the  department  having  been  invited  by  the  University 
to  name  two  candidates  from  Rutgers.  An  Assistant  has  now 
been  secured  who'  will  add  materially  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
department;  and  a  second  large  kiln  has  been  erected. 

The  Short  Courses  in  Agriculture  have  been  in  charge  of 
Professor  Kary  C.  Davis,  Ph.lD.,  Principal,  who  has  had  twelve 
professors  and  instructors  associated  with  him.  Eighty-three 
students  were  in  attendance,  enrolled  in  the  general  agriculture 
and  dairy  husbandry  or  fruit-growing  and  market  gardening 
groups.  The  work  was  prosecuted  from:  the  first  of  December 
to  the  first  of  March,  full  time  being  given  to  it  each  day,  Mon- 
day to  Saturday,  save  during  the  holidays  when  a  Farmers' 
Week  was  observed,  a  general  program  for  any  visitors  being 
arranged  for  those  days,  and  largely  attended.  At  the  closing 
exercises  on  March  3d,  191 1,  fifty-twoi  students  received  cer- 
tificates for  full  regular  work  satisfactorily  accomplished.  The 
address  to  them^  was  made  by  Professor  W,  A.  Henry,  lately 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin. 

At  the  Library  the  total  number  of  bound  volumes  is  now  64,- 
521;  the  acquisitions  during  191Q-1911  have  been  2,961  bo'und 
volumes  in  addition  to  pamphlets;  of  these  bound  volumes  1,085 
have  been  secuired  by  ptirchase.  The  funds  available  for 
purchases  are  none  of  them  large,  but,  united,  provide  quite 
substantial  income.  They  are  the  Pru)^!,  Spader,  Stephens  and 
Weston  endowmients,  beside  certain  amounts  available  from 
Library  endowmient  and  Library  fees,  and  occasional  amounts 
available  from  the  Federal  funds.  Among  the  gifts  received 
has  been  the  Library  of  Df.  Jacob  Cooper,  late  Professor  o)f 
Philosophy  and  some  time  P'rofessor  of  Greek  in  the  College. 
The  number  of  donors  is  large,  showing  the  wide  interest  which 
the  Library  commands,  and  many  valuable  donations  have  come 
from!  varied  sources.  The  interior  arrangements  of  the  building 
have  been  substantially  improved;  shelving  has  been  readjusted 
and  books  have  been  newly  placed.    The  attractiveness  and 
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convenience  of  the  main  floor  have  been  g^reatly  increased  by  the 
removing  of  the  elevator  shaft  which  has  never  served  any 
practical  purpose  and  which  has  always  marred  the  appearance 
of  the  room.  The  regular  corps  in  charge  has  been  increased, 
and  the  student  employment  has  been  decreased.  There  has 
been  advance  in  cataloging  and  in  classifying.  Many  duplicate 
books  and  periodicals  have  ,been  disposed  of.  There  has 
been  a  distinct  increase  in  circulation  of  books  and  especially  of 
reference  work.  There  is  need  of  seminar  rooms  in  connection 
with  the  Library,  and  a  substantial  addition  to  the  building  can- 
not be  long^  delayed.  Special  attention  is  being  ^iven  to  the 
gathering  of  historical  material  related  directly  or  indirectly  to 
the  College.  Original  documents,  printed  matter,  photographs 
and  relics  of  various  sort  are  greatly  valued  and  such  gifts  are 
urgently  invited.    A  special  room,  is  given  to  them;. 

The  Museumi  has  no  special  items  to  report  for  the  year ;  the 
additional  equipment  placed  last  year  has  made  possible  a  better 
adjustment  of  the  collections,  and  more  satisfactory  service  of 
students  and  visitors.  The  Museumi  fulfills  a  wide  usefulness 
beyond  that  in  connection  with  the  College  classes.  The  inquiries 
for  advice  and  information  are  many,  and  the  number  of  visitors 
in  the  course  of  a  year  is  large. 

The  College  Farm,  reports  a  year  of  usual  activitv.  somewhat 
affected,  however,  by  the  continued  and  serious  illness  of  the 
Superintendent,  Dr.  Edward  B.  Voorhees.  The  farmi  has  been 
practically  in  charge  of  Professor  Jacob  G.  Lipman  and  Assist- 
ant Professor  Frederic  C.  Minkler.  The  one  very  important 
and  serious  itemi  was  a  fire  at  the  farmi,  which  occurred  July 
nth,  191 1.  Three  farm  buildings  were  destroyed  with  contents, 
involving  a  total  loss  of  about  $24,000.  The  insurance  allowed 
by  the  companies  on  report  of  their  adjusters  is  $22,100.  The 
amount  to  be  thus  received  will  be  used  in  erection  of  buildings 
which  may  be  more  satisfactory  and  which  will  be  placed  in 
location  more  appropriate  and  with  less  fire  risk.  Some 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Short  Course  and  else- 
where. The  ornamental  features  of  the  farm,  also  have  been 
in  some  measure  developed,  increasing  the  attractiveness  of  it  to 
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visitors  who  in  the  course  of  the  year  come  in  large  numbers. 
New  experiments  are  being  carried  on  under  direction  of  the 
Experiment  Station.  A  special  experiment  in  paints  is  being 
maintained  by  certain  manufacturers'  and  painters'  associations 
interested  in  the  scientific  solving  of  certain  industrial  problems 
related  to  their  product  and  work.  New  erections  provided  for 
the  Experiment  Station  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  the 
carrying  on  of  research  work  in  floriculture  and  in  poultry  hus- 
bandry have  been  located  at  the  farm  on  area  set  apart  by  the 
College  for  such  use,  an  area  of  nearly  eight  acres.  Larger  area 
is  needed  for  the  appropriate  farmi  activities  and  it  is  hoped  that 
in  some  way  more  land  may  soon  be  secured. 

The  Experiment  Station  reports  its  work  also  as  affected  by 
the  illness  of  the  Director,  Dr.  Voorhees.  The  President  of 
the  College  served  as  Acting  Director  for  a  time,  giving  attention 
only  to  the  administration  details,  and  from  February  ist  Pro- 
fessor Jacob  G.  Lipman,  Ph.D.,  has  filled  this  office,  giving  atten- 
tion to  the  experimental  work  as  well.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  State  Experiment  Station,  held  July  21st, 
19)11,  Dr.  Lipman  was  elected  Director  of  the  Station,  and  on 
October  13th  he  was  elected  Director  of  the  College  Station  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College.  The  activities  of  the 
College  Station  have  been  prosecuted  along  usual  lines,  and  some 
new  projects  have  been  taken  up.  The  number  of  workers  has 
been  increased,  and  the  work  has  been  developed  by  increase  of 
appropriation,  $2,000  additional  being  received  on  the  Adams 
Fund,  making  the  total  amount  received  fromi  that  source  and 
the  Hatch  Fund  $30,000.  The  ordinary  amounts  granted  by  the 
Legislature  of  New  Jersey  to  the  State  Station  have  been  included 
in  the  Appropriations  act  of  the  present  year,  and  $15,000  has 
been  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  houses  for  work  in  poultry, 
and  $11,000  for  the  erection  of  houses  for  work  in  floriculture, 
and  $3,000  annually  for  the  maintaining  of  each  work.  A  new 
and  vigorous  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Station,  and  in  these 
particular  lines  of  activity  has  been  manifested  throughout  the 
State ;  it  reveals  itself  particularly  in  the  attitude  of  organizations 
established  in  the  State,  and  is  apparent  also  in  the  cordial  and 
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substantial  action  of  the  Legislature  in  not  only  miaintaining"  but 
developing  and  distinctly  enlarging  the  work  under  charge  of 
the  Station. 

The  College  year  has  included  many  occasions  of  special 
interest.  Two  addresses  have  been  given  on  the  Luther  Lailin 
Kellogg  Foundation,  one  in  celebration  of  Charter  Day  by  the 
Hon.  Andrew  S.  Draper,  LL.D.,  Superintendent  of  Education 
for  the  State  of  New  York,  and  one  by  Professor  Bliss  Perry, 
LL.D.,  of  Harvard  University,  recently  Editor  of  the  Atlantic 
Monthly.  The  Electra  of  Euripides  was  given  on  the  College 
Campus  by  the  Coburn  players.  Mr.  Augustus  T.  Post,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Mlicroscopical  Society,  lectured  with  illustra- 
tions on  aviation.  The  several  learned  societies  and  student 
technical  clubs  have  maintained  their  usual  programs,  given  in 
some  degree  by  visitors  fromi  other  institutions  or  from  profes- 
sional and  public  life.  The  President  of  the  College,  at  the 
invitation  of  the  Trustee,  Leonor  P.  Loree,  C.E.,  Class  of  1877, 
spent  two  weeks  in  December  visiting  certain  institutions,  espe- 
cially universities  in  the  middle  west,  the  Carnegie  Technical 
School  at  Pittsburgh,  the  University  of  Ohio',  the  Uniiversity  of 
Cincinnati,  P'urdue  University,  Valparaiso  University,  the  Uni- 
versities of  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota  and 
Cornell  University.  The  special  points  of  inquiry  were  the 
State's  relation  to  such  institutions,  the  plant  and  equipment 
miaintained  and  the  scheme  of  study  approved.  The  remarkable 
reach  and  efficiency  of  these  universities  give  high  example  to 
older  endowed  institutions  and  suggest  lines  of  great  promise, 
of  great  increasing  usefulness,  which  may  lie  before  Rutgers 
College. 

The  Blaccalaureate  Sermon,  introducing  comlmencement  week 
at  the  year's  close,  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Malcolm  James 
McLeod,  Minister  of  the  Church  o^f  St.  Nicholas,  the  Collegiate 
Church  at  Forty-eighth  street  and  Fifth  avenue,  New  York  City. 
At  Commencem.ent  fifty-seven  candidates  received  the  Bachelor's 
degree,  and  graduate  degrees  were  conferred  on  sixteen  candi- 
dates.  Honorary  degrees  were  conferred  as  follows :  The  degree 
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of  Mining  Engineer  (E.M.)  on  Joseph  Appleton  Van  Mater, 
Class  of  1880,  Manager  of  the  New  Jersey  Zinc  Company;  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  (D.D.)  on  the  Reverend  Thomas 
Hanna  Mackenzie,  Minister  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Flush- 
ing, Niew  York;  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters  (Litt.D.)  on 
William  Dawson  Johnston,  Librarian  of  Columbia  University, 
and  on  the  Reverend  Edward  Tanjore  Corwin,  Historian  of  the 
Reformied  Church;  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  (LL.D.)  on  the 
Honorable  Francis  Joseph  Swayze,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  New  Jersey,  and  on  Edgar  Fahs  Smith,  Provost  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania. 

In  presenting  this  report  I  beg  toi  append  as  part  thereof  a 
statement  giving  the  College  courses,  the  entrance  requirements, 
and  general  information;  also  full  registry  of  Visitors,  Trustees, 
Faculty  and  Students  for  the  college  year  1911-12.

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Examinations  and  Certificates. 

Students  may  satisfy  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
A.B.,  Litt.B.,  or  B.Sc.  courses  by  passing  the  entrance  examina- 
tions, or  by  passing  the  State  competitive  examinations,  or  by 
certificate. 

1.  Entrance  examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the 
College  on  June  14th  and  15th,  19 12. 

2.  Students  are  admitted  if  they  pass  the  State  competitive 
examinations,  held  in  each  county  on  June  7th  and  8th,  19 12. 

3.  Students  presenting  certificates  from  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board,  or,  when  graduates  of  a  four  3^ears'  course, 
from  certain  schools  approved  by  the  Faculty  of  the  College,  or 
from  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York,  are  exempted  from 
examination  in  the  studies  thus  certified. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSIOlN. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  for  19 12 
are  fully  stated  in  the  catalogue,  which  may  be  had  on  applica- 
tion. A  brief  statement  in  tabular  form  here  follows,  for  the 
understanding  of  which  it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  a 
"'point"  may  be  defined  as  a  subject  of  the  secondary  school  cur- 
riculum pursued  throughout  an  academic  year  for  four  or  five 
periods  a  week.

I.  For  admission  to  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses  15  points  are  required. 
For  admission  to  the  general  B.Sc.  course  the  requirements  are  as  fol- 
lows :    3  points  in  English,  3  points  in  Mathematics,  and  9  points  in 
other  subjects,  making  a  total  of  15  points. 
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For  admission  to  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  the  requirements  are  as  fol- 
lows :  3  points  in  English,  4  points  in  Mathematics,  and  7  points  in 
other  subjects,  making  a  total  of  14  points. 

In  1914,  for  admission  to  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses,  15  points  will  be 
required,  the  additional  point  to  be  offered  in  either  language,  science 
or  history,  as  the  candidate  may  prefer. 

2.  English. — In  English  the  standard  college  entrance  requirement,  equated 

as  3  points,  is  in  force  for  admission  to  all  courses. 

3.  Mathematics. — In  Mathematics,  for  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses,  the  re- 

quirement is  Algebra  through  ratio  and  proportions,  and  progressions, 

and  Plane  Geometry,  equated  as  3  points. 
For  the  general  B.Sc.  course  the  requirement  is  Algebra,  as  above,  and 

Plane  Geometry,  equated  as  3  points. 
For  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  the  requirement  is  Algebra,  as  above, 

Plane  and  Solid  Geometry,  and  Trigonometry,  equated  as  4  points. 

4.  Latin. — In  Latin,  for  the  A.B.  and  Litt.  B.  courses,  a  standard  four-year 

course  is  required,  covering  beginner's  Latin,  Caesar,  Cicero,  Virgil,  and 
*prose  composition,  equated  as  4  points. 
Students  passing  the  examinations  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board  according  to  the  New  Requirements  in  Latin  are  admitted  on 
certificate. 

In  June,  1913,  the  College  entrance  examinations  and  the  State  competitive 
examinations  will  be  conformed  to  the  New  Requirements  in  Latin,  as 
defined  by  the  Commission  on  College  Entrance  Requirements  in  Latin. 
For  details  see  Rutgers  College  Catalogue,  1911-1912. 

5.  Greek. — In  Greek  a  standard  three-year  course  is  required  for  admission 

to  the  A.B.  course,  covering  beginner's  Greek,  Xenophon,  Homer,  and 
prose  composition,  equated  as  3  points. 

6.  German  and  French. — For  the  Litt.B.  course  three  years  of  German  or 

French  (i.  e.  "Intermediate"  German  or  French  as  defined  by  the  Uni- 
form Entrance  Examination  Board)  are  required,  equated  as  3  points. 

For  the  general  B.Sc.  course  a  minimum  of  three  years  in  German  or 
French,  or  a  medium  of  four  years,  two  in  German  and  two  in  French, 
or  a  maximum  of  five  yers,  three  in  either  one  of  these  languages  and 
two  in  the  other,  may  be  offered  and  will  be  equated  accordingly. 

For  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  a  minimum  of  two  years  or  a  medium  of 
three  years  in  German  or  French,  or  a  maximum  of  four  years,  two 
in  German  and  two  in  French,  may  be  offered  and  will  be  equated 
accordingly. 

Not  more  than  three  years  nor  less  than  two  years  will  be  accepted  in 
either  language. 

Two  or  three  years  of  Latin  will  be  allowed  for  the  present  as  an 
equivalent  for  a  corresponding  amount  of  either  German  or  French. 

7.  Science. — In  Science,  for  the  B.Sc.  courses,  one  year's  experimental  sci- 

ence is  required,  either  Physics  or  Chemistry,  equated  as  i  point. 

One  year's  Physics  and  one  year's  Chemistry  may  be  offered  and  will  be 
equated  as  2  points. 

A  third  science,  i.  e.,  a  year's  course  in  Botany,  or  Zoology,  or  Botany  and 
Zoology,  equated  as  i  point,  may  be  offered  to  make  up  the  total  num- 
ber of  points  required. 

8.  History. — In  History,  for  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses,  the  requirement  is 

Ancient  History,  together  with  either  United  States  History  and  Civics, 
or  Mediaeval  and  Modern  History,  or  English  History,  the  two  courses 
being  equated  as  2  points. 
For  the  B.Sc.  courses,  one  course  in  History  is  required,  to  be  chosen  from 
those  named  above,  and  equated  as  i  point,  and  two  or  three  courses 
in  History  may  be  offered  and  will  be  equated  accordingly. 

*  For  June,  191 3,  the  certificate  requirement  in  L,atin  prose  composition  is  formulated 
as  the  equivalent  of  one  period  a  week  during  the  last  two  years  of  the  school  course. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  College  offers  courses  leading  to  the  degrees  of  A.B., 
Litt.B.,  and  B.S'c.  Under  the  last  are  included  a  general  science 
course,  and  technical  science  courses  in  Civil  Engineering,  Elec- 
trical Engineering,  Mechanical  Engineering,  Chemistry,  Cera- 
mics, Agriculture,  and  Biology.  The  A.B.,  the  Litt.B.,  and  the 
general  science  courses  permit  large  freedom  in  the  choice  of  elec- 
tives  and  provide  liberal  preparatory  training  for  the  profes- 
sions of  law,  medicine,  theology,  teaching,  and  journalism. 
The  technical  science  courses  are  designed  to  prepare  for  in- 
dustrial positions  of  leadership,  except  the  course  in  Biology, 
which  aims  to  give  a  liberal  training  in  the  sciences,  and  is 
especially  appropriate  as  a  preliminary  to  the  study  of  medicine. 
Short  courses,  not  leading  to  a  degree,  are  offered  in  Ceramics 
and  in  Agriculture.    The  following  details  may  be  noted : 

1.  Students  entering  with  the  requirements  of  the  course  leading  to  the 

degree  of  Litt.B.  may  substitute  beginner's  Greek  for  the  modern  lan- 
guage of  the  freshman  year,  and  will  take  regular  freshman  Greek  in 
the  sophomore  year.  In  this  case  the  degree  of  A.B.  will  be  conferred 
on  completion  of  the  course. 

2.  Students  pursuing  the  general  science  course,  in  case  more  than  half  their 

elective  work  in  the  junior  and  senior  years  is  chosen  in  language,  his- 
tory, political  science,  ethics,  pedagogy,  or  philosophy,  will  receive  at 
graduation  the  degree  of  Litt.B. 

3.  Students  entering  with  the  requirements  for  the  technical  science  courses 

may  at  the  close  of  the  freshman  year  be  transferred  to  the  general 
science  course,  pursuing  history,  ^  physics,  French,  and  drill  with  the 
general  science  students,  and  English  with  the  technical  science  students, 
together  with  five  elective  hours  as  set  forth  on  the  next  page. 

4.  Students  in  the  general  science  course,  who  so  desire,  may  at  the  close  of 

the  freshman  year  be  transferred  to  the  technical  science  course  in 
Agriculture  or  in  Biology.

ELECTIVES  AND  OPTIONS. 

Before  choosing  their  electives,  students  must  consult  the  pro- 
fessors concerned,  and  at  the  beginning"  of  the  sophomore  year 
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students  in  the  technical  science  courses  must  consult  also  the 
head  of  the  technical  science  course  which  they  intend  to  pursue. 
There  is  a  standing  committee  of  the  Faculty  to  which  all  elective 
'choices  are  submitted  for  approval.  All  choices  are  subject  to 
the  requirements  of  the  schedule,  and  will  be  allowed  only  when 
the  previous  preparation  of  the  student  qualifies  him  for  the 
work  chosen. 


SOPHOMORE  ELECTIVES. 

Students  in  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses  may  take  in  con- 
tinuation of  their  freshman  work,  any  two  of  the  3-hour  sopho- 
more courses  in  English,  Latin,  Greek  (A.B.  course),  German 
(Litt.B.  course),  and  mathematics,  but  those  who  have  taken 
beginner's  Greek  (Greek  A)  in  the  freshman  year  must  con- 
tinue with  regular  freshman  Greek  in  the  sophomore  year. 

Students  in  the  general  science  course  may  take  in  continua- 
tion of  their  freshmen  work  any  two  of  the  3-hours  sopho- 
more courses  in  English,  German,  and  mathematics,  or  they  may 
choose  science  (5  hours)  with  those  pursuing -the  course  in  Bi- 
ology, together  with  Biological  Laboratory  (2  hours=i). 

Students  transferred  from  the  technical  science  courses  to  the 
general  science  course,  will  choose,  in  addition  to  the  required 
subjects,  five  hours'  work  from  the  following: 

1.  Pure  mathematics  (4  hours)  with  those  pursuing  the  engineering  courses, 

together  with  drafting  (2  hours=i). 

2.  Mathematics  (3  hours)  with  those  pursuing  the  courses  in  Chemistry  and 

Ceramics,  together  with  drafting  (4  hours=2). 

3.  Science  (5  hours)  with  those  pursuing  the  course  in  Biology. 


JUNIOR  AND  SENIOR  ELECTIVES.

For  residents  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  scholarships  open 
to  candidates  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of 
Letters,  or  Bachelor  of  Science  are  provided  as  follows : 

1.  State  Scholarships,  Act  of  March  31,  1890,  as  amended  by  Act  of  March 
3ij  '905- 

These  scholarships  cover  all  the  College  fees,  including  the  charges  for 
tuition  and  public-room  service  and  special  fees,  altogether  $130  to  $100,  ac- 
cording to  circumstances. 

Appointment  to  these  scholarships  is  determined  as  follows: 

A  competitive  examination,  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Superintendents 
and  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  each  county,  is  held  in  each 
county  of  the  State  on  the  first  Friday  in  June  and  the  Saturday  following 
of  each  year  (in  1912  on  June  7  and  8).  ,  ,       ,  •  1 

The  whole  number  of  such  scholarships  to  be  awarded  each  year  is  equal 
to  the  v/hole  number  of  m^embers  of  Assembly  for  the  State,  as  follows:

Students  who  have  passed  the  State  competitive  examinations  can  enter 
the  College  without  further  examination. 

2.  State  Scholarships,  Act  of  1864. 

These  scholarships  cover  the  charge  of  $100  a  year  lor  tuition. 

The  scholarships  under  this  Act  are  awarded  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  each  county,  to  students  who  ^^ve  passed 
the  required  examinations.  There  are,  in  all,  forty  such  scholarships  In- 
quiries concerning  vacancies  for  1912  should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar. 


PRACTICAL  SUGGESTIONS. 

Students  should  examine  carefully  the  entrance  requirements 
and  shape  their  courses,  particularly  in  the  third  and  fourth 
years  of  the  secondary  school,  so  as  to  be  able  to  furnish  the 
points  required  for  the  courses  they  desire  to  enter. 

It  is  well  to  take  preliminary  examinations  at  the  end  of  the 
third  year  in  all  subjects  already  covered,  especially  in  Algebra

and  Plane  Geometry,  both  because  these  subjects  are  more  Ukely 
tO'  be  fresh  in  mind,  and  because  it  is  unwise  to  leave  too  many 
examinations  for  the  last  year  when  the  time  is  limited. 

The  scholarship  examinations  being  competitive,  appointments 
are  made  in  the  order  of  excellence;  therefore,  a  passing  grade 
of  60  per  cent.,  though  sufficient  for  admission  to  the  College, 
will  not  necessarily  assure  a  scholarship  appointment. 

Students  not  able  to  pass  in  all  subjects  at  the  time  appointed 
by  law  (June  7  and  8,  1912)  miay  complete  their  records  at  the 
entrance  examinations  held  at  the  College  in  June  and  Sep- 
tember, but  such  deferred  examinations  are  not  reckoned  in  the 
competition.
